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INTRODUCTION 


PROGRAM OBJECTIVE 


The principal objective of the Publications Distribution Assistance Program (PDAP) 
is: 


™ to stimulate the demand for, and consumption of, Canadian-authored books 
from Canadian-owned and -controlled publishing firms in the national market. 


STRUCTURE AND DEADLINE 


To meet this objective, PDAP will provide financial assistance through the 
Marketing Assistance component. The deadline is September 1st, 1995. 


ACCOUNTABILITY 


All PDAP recipients will be required to account for any contributions received and 
demonstrate, where applicable, how monies received have been invested in the 
business and how this investment has improved the distribution and/or marketing 
of Canadian-authored books. A final accounting on the use of Program funds is 
also required. 


Recipients under this Program shall reimburse the total amount of any contribution 
received under PDAP if, within 24 months following receipt of the contribution, the 
firm ceases to satisfy the Program’s eligibility criteria with respect to Canadian 
ownership and control. 


All recipients must agree to recognize the financial support provided by the 
Department of Canadian Heritage in all public announcements, press releases and 
publicity related to any project funded under the Program. The Department of 
Canadian Heritage reserves the right to issue press releases announcing amounts 
of all contributions awarded under the Program. 


REPAYABLE CONTRIBUTIONS POLICY 


Conforming to the government’s repayable contributions policy, recipients 
(including affiliated companies) under the Aid to Publishers components must 
reimburse any financial assistance received if: 


the contribution from the Aid to Publishers components is equal to or greater 
than $100,000; 


and if 


the average profit margin, for the three-year period following receipt of funds 
equals or is greater than 10 percent. The profit margin will be calculated as 
follows: profit before tax and extraordinary items divided by total company 
revenues and multiplied by 100. The total company revenues should not include 
financial assistance received from the Department of Canadian Heritage (PDAP, 
BPIDP, including funds from AECB). In addition, this assistance should be 
subtracted from the net profit. 


PROGRAM PROVISIONS 


Audit 

The Department of Canadian Heritage shall retain the right in all applications and 
contribution arrangements to audit the books and records of the applicant. The 
applicant shall agree to make available, during the course of an audit, any records, 
documents or other information that may be required to perform the audit 
effectively; such documentation should be kept by the applicant for a five-year 
period. Audits will be performed each year of the Program, and recipients are 
expected to give their full co-operation to any person conducting such audits. 

A recipient found to have submitted false information will have to refund the whole 
of any contributions received under all components of PDAP for each of the 
applicable years and will be ineligible for assistance from PDAP for two years 
thereafter. 


Evaluation 

The Department of Canadian Heritage shall retain the right to conduct an 
evaluation of the Program. All recipients will have to provide, as requested, all 
information and/or documents required to conduct the evaluation. 


Statistics Canada 
Publishers who participate in the Program must complete the Statistics Canada 
Annual Survey on Book Publishing. 





NATIONAL MARKETING ASSISTANCE COMPONENT 


This component supports and encourages promotional initiatives related to 
Canadian-authored titles in the Canadian market published by Canadian-owned and 
-controlled firms. 


Its specific aim is to encourage a greater investment by book publishers for the 
domestic promotion of their eligible titles. 


neral Eligibili riteri 


Publishers applying to this component must qualify under the appropriate 
definitions for book publishing as outlined in the DEFINITIONS section and must 
fully satisfy the eligibility criteria. 


= The firm must demonstrate that, in its previous financial year, the marketing 
costs for its eligible titles, less grants and taxes, are at least $1,000. 


= The firm’s principal activity must be book publishing. At least 75 percent of an 
applicant’s revenues must be derived from publishing and the sale of printed 
books. The firm must also demonstrate the ability to edit, design, produce and 
market the books that it publishes. An unincorporated division of a larger 
organization whose principal activity is not book publishing can be considered 
eligible but must provide distinct financial statements. 


= The firm must be owned and controlled by Canadians. The percentage of 
Canadian ownership and control must be 75 percent or greater at the time of 
application. As well, the firm must provide a complete set of financial 
statements showing a 12-month period that reflects the 75 percent ownership 
and control requirement. The company ’s headquarters and at least 75 percent 
of the employees must be based in Canada. 


= Firms must operate in the private sector, including non-profit publishing houses. 
University presses are an exception and can be considered eligible but must 
provide distinct financial statements. However, all other presses that are 
primarily funded or affiliated with a public-sector institution or an association 
are not eligible. 


or 


Firms that derive 25 percent or more of their revenue from the sale of vanity 
titles or 50 percent or more of their revenue from non-authored publications 
(e.g. directories, agendas, catalogues, maps, etc.) are not eligible. 


Firms that exclusively publish books written by their shareholder(s) or owner(s) 
are not eligible. 


Prior to or on the date of the first application, the firm must have completed at 
least 24 months of operation as a business whose principal activity is book 
publishing. 


Prior to the date of the application, the firm must either have received in one of 
the last two financial years, financial assistance from one of the following 
Programs: the Book Publishing Industry Development Program (BPIDP), the 
Publications Distribution Assistance Program (PDAP), the Block Grant or the 
Project Grants Programs of the Canada Council; 


or 


on the date of the application, the firm must have published, in print form, a 
minimum of: 


- ten Canadian-authored trade titles of which at least six were published in the 
two preceding financial years; 


- six Canadian-authored educational or six Canadian scholarly titles, of which 
at least three were published in the two preceding financial years. 


New editions of previously published titles are not considered new titles. 


The firm must have fulfilled all contractual obligations with respect to royalty 
payments. 


The firm must have printed a minimum of 50 percent of its e/igible titles in 
Canada. 


A firm is not eligible if: 


= net sales from book publishing activities (own titles) exceeded $15 million in its 
previous financial year; 


AND IF 


= the average profit margin for the last three financial years is equal to or greater 
than 12 percent. The profit margin will be calculated as follows: profit before 
tax and extraordinary items divided by total company revenues and multiplied 
by 100. The total company revenues should not include financial assistance 
received from the Department of Canadian Heritage (i.e. PDAP, BPIDP, and 
including funds received from AECB). In addition, this assistance should be 
subtracted from the net profit. 


Contribution Assistance 


Financial assistance will be calculated on the eligible marketing expenses incurred 
by the firm during the previous financial year. 


Eligible marketing expenses must have been incurred in Canada and assumed, 
solely for marketing eligible titles in Canada. 


Financial assistance will be calculated on the firm’s expenditures for eligible titles, 
in Canada, (e.g. for the production costs of publicity material, the purchase of 
advertising space and certain costs related to authors’ tours). 


Eligible expenditures for the marketing of eligible titles in Canada must be 
actual costs incurred and entirely assumed by the firm, less taxes and 
grants or financial contributions received for those marketing purposes. 


Contributions under this component shall not exceed 5 percent of the 
company’s net eligible sales or 50 percent of net eligible marketing costs 
incurred and entirely assumed by the firm, whichever is less. 


The maximum contribution that a company or affiliated companies 
(including bookstore and distributor divisions) may be eligible to receive 
under the Marketing Assistance component is $50,000 per year. 


Eligible marketing costs: 


= market studies performed by independent consultants; 


=™ costs for the development (up to, but not including, the print stage) of 
prototypes for the sale of rights or for the marketing of books in the 
educational sector only; 


® production costs incurred externally for publicity material 
(e.g. catalogues, displays, pamphlets); 


® costs for the purchase of advertising space (e.g. radio, television, 
magazines); 


® production costs of complimentary and sample copies; 

@ travel costs for Canadian authors for authors’ tours or workshops in 
Canada, including up to a maximum of $50 per day for meal 
allowances; 

= workshops given by authors in schools or at conferences; 

= booth and space rental, travel costs for a maximum of 2 employees 
responsible for the booth, required for participation at distinctive fairs, 
shows or conferences in Canada, solely for the sale of rights and/or for 
the marketing of books; 

=™ certain costs related to the purchase or rental of mailing lists. 


For consideration of other eligible marketing costs, consult with a Program 
Officer. 


Non-eligible marketing costs: 


™ any costs incurred outside of Canada or incurred in Canada for 
international purposes; 


® any portion of distributor(s) fee(s); 
™ salary of permanent staff (full-time and part-time staff) for the 
creation, production and shipping of publicity material, for participation 


at fairs, shows or conferences, or to accompany authors on tours; 


= freelance costs related to marketing activities (e.g. press attachés, 
graphic artists); 


™ sales representatives’ expenses for regular business trips (e.g. salaries, 
commissions, bonuses, travel allowances); 


@ expenses related to the creation of book covers and other ongoing 
operational expenses (e.g. typesetting, layout, design); 


@ any postage or shipping costs; 


™ costs for room rental, food and/or beverages (e.g. entertainment, book 
launches, authors’ readings); 


® any travel costs incurred by the publisher or regular employees of the 
publishing firm during the regular course of business; 


™ any honorarium paid to an author to participate in an author’s tour or 
any promotional activity; 


= Goods and Services Tax and the Québec Sales Tax. 


Application Procedure 


All firms applying for assistance are required to submit the following 
information: 


= A complete Application for Financial Assistance, Book Publishers. 


= A complete set of audited financial statements for the most recent fiscal 
period (may not exceed 12 months) from any firm that received more 
than $50,000 from the Department in the previous year. All other firms 
must provide a Review Engagement Report as a minimum, prepared by 
an independent external accountant. The financial statements may not be 
more than 17 months old. | | 


As a note to the financial statements or on a separate letter, the 
independent accountant must certify that the royalty liabilities were 
verified on a sample basis and that the calculation of royalties earned by 
authors is consistent with the contract between the company and the 
author and that payments have been issued on time: 


@ In the case where the applicant is an unincorporated division of a larger 
organization that is not involved in publishing, bookselling, or distribution 
of books, the applicant must provide distinct financial statements for the 
division and a set of audited consolidated financial statements for the 
corporate entity; | 


= A copy of the applicant’s signed contract(s) with its distributor(s), and 
any other relevant agreements that will provide information on the nature 
of the applicant’s business activities; 


= The publisher’s most recent catalogue and list of eligible titles by 
commercial category; 


= A detailed list of eligible marketing expenditures that corresponds to the 
amounts stated in sections 21a and 21b in the application form. 


Affiliated publishing companies must submit their individual applications at 
the same time. 
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DEFINITIONS 


For the purpose of this Program, the following definitions apply to the 
eligibility criteria established for the marketing component. 


Adaptation: Publication of a foreign book in its original language that has 
been adapted by a Canadian author with substantive editorial changes (at 
least 25 percent) to ensure that it is suitable for the publisher’s own 
market. 


Affiliated companies: Companies in which the same shareholder or group 
of shareholders owns at least 51 percent of the voting shares and 51 
percent of the paid-up capital. 


Book publishing: To solicit, select, edit and assume the risks associated 
with the production of a work in print or other format, to enter into a 
contractual agreement with an author or copyright holder, to publish 
under an original imprint and to market the finished product. 


Canadian: i) A citizen, within the meaning of subsection 2(1) of the 
Citizenship Act, who ordinarily resides in Canada; or ii) a permanent 
resident within the meaning of subsection 2(1) of the Immigration Act, 
who ordinarily resides in Canada. 


Canadian ownership: Companies that are de facto Canadian-controlled 
and in which at least 75 percent of the shares have full voting rights 
under all circumstances, and at least 75 percent of the paid-up and 
issued Capital is beneficially and ultimately held by Canadians ordinarily 
residing in Canada or by corporations that are at least 75 percent 
Canadian-owned and -controlled. 


Commercial category: 


Educational Titles: Textbooks, teacher’s guides, workbooks or learning 
kits designed for the elementary, secondary or post-secondary school 
market that support a prescribed program of study as a basic or a 
supplementary resource. A learning kit will be eligible if the majority of 
the materials are Canadian and in print. Related materials, such as 
workbooks, computer software and audio-visual aids, must be ancillary to 
an eligible educational title. 
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Scholarly Books: Books, which are the result of research and that make a 
significant and original contribution to a field of study, and thus to the 
advancement of knowledge. In order to qualify as scholarly, the title must 
have undergone peer review prior to publication. Included are: 
monographs by one or more authors, writing as a team on a single 
theme; collective works consisting of chapters or papers contributed by 
several authors; critical editions of texts; commentaries on established 
texts; fully critical bibliographies; substantial works of reference. 
Excluded from the category of scholarly books are “textbooks”. 


Tradebooks and Others: Books intended for the public at large, literary 
works, dictionaries, encyclopedias, thesaurus, how-to books and 
reference material intended for professionals (i.e. accountants, lawyers, 
electricians). 


Co-publishing: Joint financial investment by two or more publishers to 
conceive, produce and print, under their respective imprints, individual 
titles or collections to be sold in their respective markets. 


Eligible sales: Are defined as the total of the following: 


m™ the revenue received/receivable for eligible titles sold net of discounts and 
credits for returns and allowances; 


® revenues from the sale of rights of eligible titles; and 


™ revenues from the sale of non-print material (e.g. CD ROMs, audiotapes) 
derived from Canadian-authored titles. Non-print materials, however, 
cannot exceed 50 percent of the sales of Canadian-authored titles in print 
form. 


Please note: i) Sales should be net of distributor’s discount in the case of 
an outright sale (i.e. no returns) to the distributor. Where a publisher retains 
ownership of its stock and must accept returns from the distributor(s), the 
part of the distributor’s discount that corresponds to distribution Costs may 
be recorded as a distributors fee, providing it is consistent with industry 
standards and is recorded as an expense in the applicant’s audited, financial 
statements. A copy of the publisher’s contract with its distributor(s) must 
also be included with the application. 


ii) Gains or losses realized on foreign exchange transactions should be 


reflected as either increases or decreases to the appropriate eligible or non- 
eligible sales category. 
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Own titles: Works published (or co-published) by a publishing company 
holding the Canadian publishing rights to these titles. 


Titles, eligible: An eligible title is published under the publisher’s own imprint 
or under an imprint for which the publisher has acquired publishing rights, 
has a minimum of 48 pages (except in the case of children’s books) and falls 
into one of the following categories: 


written by a Canadian; 
edited by a Canadian (e.g. anthology with substantive editorial content); 


written by a foreign author and adapted by a Canadian author (as in 
definition of “adaptation"); 


written by a Canadian or foreign author and co-published by a Canadian 
publisher (as in definition of "co-publishing”); 


foreign-authored titles originated, in book format, by a Canadian 
publisher; 


translated by a Canadian; 


non-print material (e.g. CD ROMs, audiotapes) derived from Canadian - 
authored titles. 


Titles, non-eligible: 


vanity titles (i.e. titles for which a publisher has received a financial 
contribution from the author to cover part or all of the costs of 
publication); 


Canadian or foreign-authored titles published outside of Canada for which 
the company holds territorial rights; 


directories, agendas, catalogues, maps, colouring and/or drawing books, 
or other non-authored material; 


any material that contains advertising other than the publisher’s own 
promotion material; and 


any periodical publication (book, newspaper, magazine).
